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The Green Drive. Lytham, which has recently become 
a popular watering-place, caters for its visitors with pier 
pavilion, open-air concerts, promenade, and a pretty public 
recreation ground, Lowther Gardens, opened in 1872. 
The Green Drive is a very popular walk, passing by the 
side of a pretty piece of water and shaded by beautiful 
trees, and as the Marine Drive, extends through St. 
Anne’s-on-Sea towards Blackpool. 
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
